Local organizations helping Edmonton’s 
poor and homeless got a $12.9-million 
boost from the federal government yes¬ 
terday. 

Minister of State Rob Moore an¬ 
nounced the Homelessness Partnering 
Strategy (HPS) funding will go through 
Homeward Trust Edmonton, which will 
distribute the money to local organiza¬ 
tions. 

“This funding represents over $11.1 
million in HPS designated community 
funding and over $1.8 million in HPS abo-

riginal communities funding,” Moore 
said. 

“Our government is giving a hand up 
to Canadians with housing needs and is 


helping those seeking to break free of the 
cycle of homelessness and poverty.” 

The minister said the money will go to¬ 
wards finding local solutions to local 
problems. It will provide transitional and 
supportive housing, as well as support 
services, to homeless and at-risk individu¬ 
als in the communities most in need. 

Mayor Stephen Mandel said the reduc¬ 
tion in homelessness contributes to a 16.5 
per cent reduction in crime in the city. 

“When you don’t have as many home¬ 
less people on the street, it allows them 
(police) to be more diligent,” Mandel said. 
“It also attributes to that we’ve hired 200 
more policemen, more cops on the street 
makes a big difference.”

On top of the world at Kaleido Family Arts Festival 
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Group opposes Syncrude 
oilsands cleanup plan 


An environmental legal 
group is asking Alberta’s 
energy regulator to revoke 
its approval of an oilsands 
company’s plans to clean 
up toxic waste ponds. 

Syncrude Canada Ltd.’s 
tailings management plans 
for two projects in northern 
Alberta don’t meet rules 
laid out in 2009 by the En¬ 
ergy Resources Conserva¬ 
tion Board, lawyer Larry 
Robinson said yesterday. 

Robinson, legal counsel 


for the environmental 
group Ecojustice, said the 
board’s own regulations 
call for fine soil particles in 
tailings to be cut in half by 
2013. Yet the board ap¬ 
proved tailings reduction 
plans in Syncrude’s Mildred 
Lake and Aurora North op¬ 
erations that fall well short. 

“The Mildred Lake plan 
only predicts a reduction of 
35 per cent, rather than 50 
per cent by 2013,” Robinson 
said. “The Aurora plant ac¬ 


tually only predicts a reduc¬ 
tion of 11 per cent by 2013.” 

While the Alberta gov¬ 
ernment is spending mil¬ 
lions to convince people 
that the province is work¬ 
ing to clean up oilsands 
waste, regulators aren’t fol¬ 
lowing through, Robinson 
said. 

“It appears that those 
rules are not enforced; 
they’re more guidelines 
than rules, apparently.”

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3 Canadians 
among dead in 
bus standoff 

O Reports indicate 5 Canadian passport holders were 
part of group of Hong Kong tourists in Philippines

Three Canadian citizens, 
including a father who 
gave his life in an effort to 
protect his family, were 
among eight Hong Kong 
tourists killed Monday in a 
deadly hostage standoff in 
the Philippines that left 
grieving, angry family 
members demanding 
answers from authorities. 

Media reports indicated 
there were at least five peo¬ 
ple holding Canadian pass¬ 
ports on board the bus in 
the capital of Manila when 
it was seized by a gun- 
wielding former police offi¬ 
cer, who triggered a 
protracted and controver¬ 
sial police response when 
he opened fire. 

The three slain Canadi¬ 
ans were identified as Ken 
Leung, 58, and his 
daughters Jessie, 14, and 
Doris, 21, all three of them 
dual citizens who lived in 
Hong Kong. 

Leung’s wife was unhurt 
in the melee.

Joe Connel¬ 
ly said he is infuriated 
with the listing, even if 
it’s a joke, and that he 
will be looking into it 
further.

► Asking price The house 
was listed for sale in the 
southwest community of 
Sienna Hills for $512,800 
on Aug. 23. 

► Neighbours disagree Area 
homeowners Metro talked 
to disagree with the 
listing's contents. 

“That is absolutely un¬ 
acceptable and it’s not 
the way Calgarians think 
and it’s not the way 
Canadians think,” Con¬ 
nelly said. 

“Ward 6 is a veiy 
diverse community.” 

Metro contacted the 
only available link to 
the house sellers but re¬ 
ceived no response. 

Nancy Steiner, 
spokeswoman for 
CalgaryFinder.com, said 
the listing was 
“legitimate.” 

“The ad was listed and 
paid for,” she said. 

“It’s our policy not to 
censor our ads; howev¬ 
er, if any ad is deemed 
unlawful, it is removed 
promptly.” 


No wine for 

cows: 

Regulator 

Beer-fed cattle in Japan are 
supposed to be more suc¬ 
culent, so a B.C. rancher 
believes wine-fed cattle 
should be boeuf on the 
hoof. 

But the Canadian Food 
Inspection Agency has put 
a cork in the idea, ruling 
wine is fine, but not for 
bovine. 

“If people can drink it, 
why can’t cattle drink it,” 
said Southern Plus Feedlot 
operator Bill Freding. 

He said the agency has 
told him wine is not on 
the list of approved ingre¬ 
dients for cattle feed. 

“I was quite surprised it 
wasn’t just a natural ingre¬ 
dient,” said Freding, who’s 
the president of the B.C. 
Association of Cattle Feed¬ 
ers. 

“You get officious indi¬ 
viduals there who like to 
have a power trip,” he said 
of CFIA staff. 

The decision has likely 
crushed Freding’s wine¬ 
feeding plans.

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Chinese jet 
crashes near 
landing strip

A Chinese passenger jet 
crashed while trying to 
land on a fog-shrouded 
runway in the country’s 
northeast and burst into 
flames, killing 42 people 
and injuring 54 others, 
state media said. 

The Henan Airlines 
plane with 91 passengers 
and five crew crashed late 
yesterday in a grassy area 
near the Lindu airport on 
the outskirts of Yichun, 
the official Xinhua News 
Agency said. Five of those 
onboard were children, 
the Civil Aviation Admin¬ 
istration of China said, 
but their fates were im¬ 
mediately not known. 

The crash and subse¬ 
quent fire were so severe 


that little of the fuselage 
remained, though the 
charred tail was still large¬ 
ly intact. 

China Central Televi¬ 
sion said eight of the vic¬ 
tims were found 20 to 30 
metres from the plane’s 
wreckage in a muddy 
field. 

The Brazilian-made Em- 
braer E-190 jet had taken 
off from Heilongjiang’s 
capital of Harbin shortly 
before 9 p.m. and crashed 
a little more than an hour 
later while arriving at 
Yichun, Xinhua said. 
Yichun is a city of about 
one million people locat¬ 
ed 160 kilometres from 
the Russian border.

GM, dealers agree 

O $1.5M lawsuit settled O Suit with 200 other dealers still ongoing 


Several General Motors 
dealerships slated for clo¬ 
sure will remain open after 
reaching a settlement with 
the automaker following 
nine months of legal wran¬ 
gling. 

GM Canada spokesman 
Tony LaRocca confirmed 
yesterday that a deal has 
been reached with 21 deal¬ 
erships that sued the com¬ 
pany last year after they 
were told they’d be closed 
as part of GM’s restructur¬ 
ing efforts. Of those, about 
a dozen will remain open. 

The terms of the agree¬ 
ment are confidential. 

“The case has been re¬ 


solved to the mutual satis¬ 
faction of the plaintiffs and 
GM. I’m sure both parties 
are pleased the litigation is 
concluded,” said Jonathan 
Lisus, a lawyer who repre¬ 
sented the dealerships. 

LaRocca said the settle¬ 
ment will allow GM Cana¬ 
da to turn its attention 
back to improving its sales 
performance. 

GM announced last year 
that it would eliminate 
more than one-third of its 
Canadian dealerships by 
October 2010 in an at¬ 
tempt to cut costs and 
streamline its business.

Or, best of all, that 
they had entered the studio 
to record with hip-hop leg¬ 
end Dr. Dre. 

“We seem prone to at¬ 
tracting rumours in Eng¬ 
land anyway,” explains 
guitarist Simon Taylor- 
Davis. “I was never in a stu¬ 
dio with Dr. Dre. That could 
have been a disaster, to be 
honest!” 

Surfing The Void, Klax¬ 


ons’ follow-up to 2007’s 
Mercury Prize-winning al¬ 
bum, Myths Of The Near 
Future, is far from a disas¬ 
ter, to be honest. Yes, it was 
recorded with Ross Robin¬ 
son, the “Godfather of nu- 
metal” and man behind 
albums by Korn, Limp Bizk¬ 
it and Slipknot, but Taylor- 
Davis says they instantly 
clicked with the producer. 

“For us, it was about his 
character and personality,” 
he says. “We’ve always been 
about getting on with peo¬ 
ple, first and foremost, on a 
humane level, without wor¬ 
rying about whatever cool 
bands that person has pro¬ 


duced before.” 

What some viewed as a 
gamble paid off for Klax¬ 
ons. Surfing The Void is a 
metal-free, frenetic rush 
that marries strokes of 
mind-melting psychedelia 
and leftfield yet accessible 
pop choruses. The concept 
may be far out there, but 
Taylor-Davis says the im¬ 
mediacy of the songs rep¬ 
resents both the band’s 
and the audience’s inter¬ 
ests. 

“There’s always been a 
need to work very fast with 
us,” he explains. “It’s for 
the short attention spans of 
our generation.”

If you’ve ever been to La 
Belle Province, chances are 
you’ve dug into a messy 
heap of fries, cheese curds 
and sauce — the Quebec 
culinary delight called pou¬ 
tine. 

But no one makes it 
quite like they do in Drum¬ 
mondville, Que., consid¬ 
ered the birthplace of the 
concoction about four 
decades ago and home to 
Quebec’s only Festival de la 
Poutine. 

The dish has changed 
considerably in recent 


years with everyone adding 
their own twist, but if 
you’ve ever wanted to dig 
into authentic poutine and 
catch some great live Que¬ 
bec bands, the two-day 
event taking place on 
Labour Day weekend is the 
place to be. 

“That (region) is the 
ground zero of poutine, if 


you want to eat it the way 
it was originally made, 
that’s the place to go,” says 
Bob Rutledge, a professor 
of astrophysics at McGill 
University and California 
native who fell in love with 
the Quebec dish upon mov¬ 
ing here. 

Rutledge, who runs the 
website montrealpou- 


tine.com, says one reason 
to go to Drummondville is 
for the one-of-a-kind pou¬ 
tine sauce originating from 
the region. 

“The sauces that appear 
to have been invented in 
that area are not what you 
find in say Montreal or 
Quebec City,” said Rut¬ 
ledge. 

Restaurants in the 
Drummondville region tra¬ 
ditionally add a tomato 
puree to their sauce that 
makes it sweeter and gives 
it a distinctive taste over

Younger job seekers can be 
forgiven, perhaps, for 
thinking references are an 
antiquated formality.

can no longer control what 
an employer thinks about 
you by getting three people 
lined up as references,” 
says Louise Fletcher, presi¬ 
dent of Blue Sky Resumes. 
“I can look you up on My- 


Space and Twitter and see 
what you wrote on a fo¬ 
rum, so I don’t need to rely 
so much on calling three 
people.” 

Career consultant Cyn¬ 
thia Shapiro agrees, yet still 
believes in the relevance of 


references. “Every time a 
hiring manager recom¬ 
mends someone for em¬ 
ployment, their job is on 
the line,” she says. 

That means the powers- 
that-hire are after testimo¬ 
ny that will justify their 


decision to bring you on, 
should you turn out to be a 
disastrous hire. And be¬ 
cause many large corpora¬ 
tions — for fear of lawsuits 
— will only tell callers your 
name, title and dates of 
employment, hiring man¬ 


agers often struggle to gath¬ 
er positive offline feedback 
on professionalism. 

So finding that trio of 
colleagues willing to put in 
the good word can nudge 
you across the finish line.

O Injured elbow brings an end to one of Canadian golfer’s worst seasons 
O 40-year-old hopes to avoid surgery, let ligament heal on its own 



Mike Weir won’t have the 
chance to tiy to salvage 
one of the worst seasons of 
his PGA Tour career. 

The left-hander from 
Bright’s Grove, Ont., has a 
partially torn ligament in 
his right elbow and likely 
won’t hit another competi¬ 
tive golf shot until 2011. 

Weir has been playing 
with pain for nearly two 
months, regularly icing his 
arm and seeking treatment 
from PGA Tour physiother¬ 
apists while struggling 
through the most impor¬ 
tant stretch of the season. 
The 40-year-old thought he 
was suffering from tendini¬ 


tis, but decided to seek fur¬ 
ther medical attention at 
last week’s Wyndham 
Championship after an 
eye-opening conversation 
with a fellow pro who rec¬ 
ognized the symptoms. 

“I talked to Scott McCar- 
ron last week and he really 
kind of convinced me to go 
get an MRI,” Weir told The 
Canadian Press yesterday. 
“He told me he had done 
the same thing — he 
played with (pain) while 
getting therapy on (his 
forearm) and he kept tear¬ 
ing (the ligament) worse 
and worse. By the time he 
went and got an MRI, it 


was completely torn off 
and he had to have surgeiy 
and take a year off.” 

Fortunately, Weir’s 
prognosis is better than 
that. He plans to rest the el¬ 
bow and seek alternative 
treatments, hoping the lig¬ 
ament will heal on its own 
so he can avoid surgeiy 
and a long layoff. 

Even though the season 
is nearing its end, the news 
still hit hard. Weir failed to 
qualify for the FedExCup 
playoffs, which begin this 
week, but had been hoping 
to enter some of the fall se¬ 
ries events that follow.

NHL in 
Europe? 
‘Good luck,’ 
says IIHF 
president 

International Ice Hockey 
Federation president Rene 
Fasel took a detour from 
his otherwise diplomatic 
path midway through a 
question-and-answer ses¬ 
sion yesterday, offering a 
stern rebuttal when the 
moderator asked about 
the possibility of the NHL 
trying to establish a divi¬ 
sion in Europe. 

“Try to come,” Fasel 
said flatly. “Good luck.” 

It was the most defiant 
declaration on a day filled 
with European concerns 
at the world hockey sum¬ 
mit, with North American 
hockey institutions raised 
as both important allies 
and potential dangers to 
the global game. 

The NHL and the CHL, 
its junior counterpart, 
were accused of over-fish¬ 
ing in foreign talent 
pools. 

Delegates assembled 
around more than 45 ta¬ 
bles on the covered arena 
floor at the Air Canada 
Centre, and the audience 
included notable specta¬ 
tors such as Toronto 
Maple Leafs general man¬ 
ager Brian Burke and Ot¬ 
tawa Senators captain 
Daniel Alfredsson. 

“This is our territory 
and I will fight like hell to 
not allow anybody to 
come from abroad,” Fasel 
said. “I think in Europe 
we are strong enough to 
do something on our own, 
and then have the compe¬ 
tition between Europe 
and North America. That 
makes the fans happy.” 

The longtime interna¬ 
tional executive then in¬ 
voked the most sacred 
sporting moment in Cana¬ 
dian history, pointing to 
the excitement raised 
when Canada faced the 
Soviet Union in 1972 as a 
reason to avoid homoge¬ 
nizing the sport.

If you’ve ever put your 
hand out the window of a 
moving car, you’ve experi¬ 
enced aerodynamics. Put 
your hand flat and the air 
slips by, but if you hold it 
up, the wind pushes it. 
Much of the fuel your vehi¬ 
cle burns is just for over¬ 


coming this resistance; GM 
is helping to reduce this 
with an innovative new air 
shutter on the new 
Chevrolet Cruze sedan. 

Made of high-strength 
plastic and tucked behind 
the grille for protection 
from road debris, the shut¬ 
ters open and close simi¬ 
larly to a Venetian blind, 
says Greg Fadler, aerody¬ 
namics engineering group 
manager for GM North 
America. 

“There is a five per cent 
improvement in aerody¬ 


namic drag,” Fadler says. 
“That’s huge, because the 
horsepower required to 
overcome aerodynamic 
drag goes up with the cube 
of vehicle speed. It takes 
50 per cent more horse¬ 
power to go (128 km/h) 
versus (112 lcm/hr). Above 
(72 km/h), aerodynamic 
drag is the largest drag on 
the vehicle. What we’re 
doing is reducing the num¬ 
ber-one draw on fuel con¬ 
sumption.” 

The system will debut 
on the Cruze Eco, a special 


fuel-efficient trim level, 
but will eventually be 
rolled out across numer¬ 
ous GM products. 

The system uses a num¬ 
ber of sensors that deter¬ 
mine factors such as 
vehicle speed, and the 
temperature of the engine 
and outside air. Since they 
block off the radiator, used 
to cool the engine, they 
stay open when maximum 
airflow is required to re¬ 
duce engine temperature, 
and close at higher speeds 
to reduce wind drag.

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Teens driving distracted

Teen drivers often under¬ 
stand that shooting a quick 
text message, playing with 
their radio, or eating while 
driving is dangerous. 

However, the over¬ 
whelming majority of teen 
drivers engage in distracted 
driving behaviours anyway, 
according to a recent sur¬ 
vey by The U.S. AAA and 
Seventeen magazine. 

Almost nine in 10 
teenage drivers (86 per 
cent) have driven while dis¬ 
tracted, even though 84 per 
cent of teen drivers know 
it’s dangerous. Featured in 
the September issue of Sev¬ 
enteen magazine, the re¬ 
sults are based on a survey 
conducted in May of nearly 
2,000 male and female teen 
drivers ages 16-19. 



Seventeen magazine and 
AAA set out to discover 
what risky behaviours teen 
drivers were engaging in 
while behind the wheel-- 
and how they justify this 
dangerous behaviour. 


Of those surveyed, 73 
per cent have adjusted 
their radio/CD/MP3 player, 
61 per cent have eaten 
food, and 60 per cent have 
talked on a cellphone while 
driving. 


The reasons teen drivers 
think it’s fine to engage in 
these distractions are var¬ 
ied: 41 per cent think their 
action will only take a split 
second; 35 per cent don’t 
think they’ll get hurt; 34 


per cent said they’re used 
to multitasking; and 32 per 
cent don’t think that any¬ 
thing bad will happen to 
them. 

Even as passengers, teen 
drivers worry about dis¬ 


tracted driving, with nearly 
four out of 10 (38 per cent) 
saying they have been 
afraid they were going to 
get hurt because they were 
the passenger of a distract¬ 
ed driver.
